Canadian Coal Mining Methods 
Most Progressive In World, States 
J. J. McIntyre In Address To Lions 


Scores Lack of Publicity Given 
Hearings of Royal Commission 
on Coal; Two Widely Used Pieces 
of Equipment Developed in the 
Crows’ Nest Pass. 

Addressing Coleman Lions club 
on Monday evening, J. J. McIn¬ 
tyre scored the lack of publicity 
given by Canadian newspapers on 
the current sittings of the Royal 
Commission on Coal investigating 
coal conditions throughout the coal 
fields of the Dominion and then 
praised Canadian coal mining 
methods, which he described as the 
most proressive in the world. 

In dealing with the Royal Com¬ 
mission on Coal he stated that it 
was going thoroughly into the coal 
industry, both economically and 
technically. The Commission chair¬ 
man at the outset of the sittings at 
Nova Scotia had asked the press 
to give its findings wide publicity, 
but up to the present tim e it was 
the speaker’s opinion that Cana¬ 
dian newspapers had failed to do 
so. 

He touched upon the unfavorable 
publicity that was ever present in 
large volume should labor disturb¬ 
ances arise in mining towns, much 
of the publicity exaggerating the 
dispute far beyond its importance. 
He was of the opinion that since 
the coal industry was one of the 
Dominion’s major industries great¬ 
er importance should be attached 
the Royal Commission’s findings 
and that citizens as a whole should 
be given the opportunity of learn¬ 
ing a number of the problems 
which face the coal industry. 

Despite what some may say or 
think Canada was not behind the 
times in its mining methods. In 
the east the most extensive sub¬ 
marine mines in the world are in 
operation. Locally the Pass mines 
ar e up to date. The system of 
transportation is the most progres-

The first meeting of the new C. 
N. P. Municipal Hospital Board 
was held at Blairmore on Tuesday 
evening. 

Enoch Williams, of Blairmore, 
was re-elected to the chairmanship 
of the new board and Albert Hol¬ 
lingshead was elected vice-chair¬ 
man. 

It has been definitely decided to 
construct a nurses’ home at the 
same time as the main building is 
being constructed. In order to fin¬ 
ance this home it will be necessary 
for the board to send requisitions 
to the contributing units to the 
amount of yearly revenue voted 
upon by Pass ratepayers on Dec. 
16, 1944, namely $24,712.67. 

Ottawa is being asked to grant 
priorities for certain material need¬ 
ed in the construction of the hos¬ 
pital. Once priorities have been 
granted the requisitions will be 
sent to the contributing units to be 
included in the 1945 tax notices. 

Since this was the first meeting 
of the permanent board, a provis¬ 
ional board having taken care of 
matters up to this date, it was 
necessary to draw names out of a 
hat to determine the tenure of of¬ 
fice of the five board members. 

Those serving two years are vice- 
chairman A. Hollingshead, George 
Coupland and William White. One 
year terms will be served by Chair¬ 
man Williams and V. J. Horejsi. 
Chairman Williams presided at the 
draw.

sive in the world. When compress¬ 
ed air locomotives were put into 
operation at the International there 
were less than 100 mines using 
such machines throughout the 
world. In addition Pass mines were 
among the first to use the large 
coal cars. 

West Canadian Collieries, at 
Blairmore, has the most up-to-date 
dry cleaning plant in the world, 
International following a short 
time later. The wet-cleaning plant 
is an old process and requires a 
mild climate. Here the winters are 
too cold to make it efficient. 

Right here in the Crows’ Nest 
Pass were developed two kinds of 
equipment that are being used ex¬ 
tensively in Canada and the United 
States, they being the Vissac Dryer 
and the Vissac Jig. The inventor, 
G. A. Vissac, was an official of 
West Canadian at the time the 
equipment was made ready for the 
market and is now residing at Van¬ 
couver. 

The electrical equipment is fully 
up to date and at the time Sentinel 
power plant was installed it was 
among the foremost of its kind in 
its equipment. 

In regards coal processing Al¬ 
berta boasts of a Coal Research 
Department which is doing one of 
the biggest jobs in the Dominion 
most efficiently. Ottawa also has 
a Coal Research Department which 
is recognized for its ability among 
coal countries of the world. 

The briquettes made at Bankhead 
and later „ at ganmo re ate the best 
on the North American continent.

He stated he was given $25 
per year, which sum included his 
school taxes. He asked for $5 per 
month.

Mine Canvass To Take Care Bulk

Drives Toward $10,000,000 Quota 


Ladies Will Canvass Those 
Not Connected With Mines; 
Campaign Starts Next Week. 

Coleman branch of the Canadian 
Red Cross held a special meeting 
on Tuesday evening to deal with 
the forthcoming national campaign 
which has as its objective $10,000,- 
000 . 

Coleman has set itself an objec¬ 
tive of $1,500. Arrangements have 
been made whereby the mine can¬ 
vass will be made by the firebosses. 
Those persons not associated with 
the mines will be canvassed indi¬ 
vidually by a Ladies’ committee. 

The campaign will last for sev¬ 
eral weeks and it is hoped that long 
before the national campaign is 
completed Coleman will have 
achieved its quota. 

The people of the Dominion were 
urged to support to their utmost 
the national appeal of the Canadian 
Red Cross for $10,000,000, which 
takes place during the month of 
March, by Norman C. Urquhart, 
chairman of the national executive 
committee, in a statment issued to¬ 
day. 

“This year the responsibilities of 
the Red Cross hav e increased, for 
in addition to providing the vital 
services for our prisoners of war 
and wounded, we have been called 
upon to bring aid to the destitute 
peoples of the liberated nations,” 
he sa : d. 

The Canadian Red Cross direct 
contributions to prisoner of war 
food parcels will be $5,020,000, but 
the Society will pack parcels to the 
value of $15,000,000 for British,

X-Ray Unit to 
Visit Here in May 

Mayor Aboussafy to Solicit 
Support of Unions; Unit’s Visit 
Here Result of Council’s 
Invitation of November, 1943. 

On Nov. 27, 1943, the town coun¬ 
cil petitioned the Department of 
Health to send the mobile X-Ray 
Chest Clinic to Coleman for the 
purpose of examining citizens of 
town and district. At that time the 
clinic’s schedule had been filled up 
for months Ihead and council was 
advised that Coleman would be kept 
in mind and when time allowed a 
visit would be made to the Pass. 

On Wednesday morning Mayor 
Aboussafy received a letter from 
A. H. Baker, medical superintend¬ 
ent and director, Division of Tu¬ 
berculosis Control, stating that a 
visit to the Pass was now possi¬ 
ble during the month of May. It 
is planned to operate in Coleman, 
Blairmore and Bellevue, the trip 
lasting several weeks. Mr. Baker 
asked the, local council to inform 
him whether or not it still desired 
the clinic to visit here. 

Mayor Aboussafy is going to 
O.K. the trip and is now asking the 
support of the miners’ unions 
throughout the Pass. It is a very 
big job and service clubs through¬ 
out the Pass will also be asked to 
give a helping hand. 

To give an idea of the magnitude 
of the task ahead of the council 
and its aides, a house to house can¬ 
vass will have to be made of every 
household in town and district. 
Cards will have to be filled in by 
those wishing to be examined. A 
rigid time schedule must* be draft¬ 
ed so that no time is lost between 
examinations of individuals. Care 
must be taken to see that no one 
comes late. In addition, there are 
a host of other essential details 
that must be taken care of. 

Once the necessary support ie 
lined up behind the council in or¬ 
der to make the clinic’s trip possi¬ 
ble, further publicity will be given 
the public.

Australian and Allied prisoners, 
for which the Red Cross will be 
reimbursed, he said. 

“An important factor in this ap¬ 
peal,” the chairman stated, “is the 
provision of urgently-needed relief 
for the liberated nations. At the 
request of the Dominion govern¬ 
ment, the Red Cross has undertak¬ 
en to raise the amount required by 
the budgets of the national war 
charities representing eleven coun¬ 
tries. The Canadian united allied 
relief fund is collaborating with 
the Society in the raising of the 
$8,000,000 needed for this purpose." 

As a part of its rehabilitation 
plans for the wounded, the Red 
Cross is constructing and will op¬ 
erate lodges at the military hos¬ 
pitals in Canada, where patients 
can meet their relatives in pleasant 
surroundings away from the insti¬ 
tutions, Mr. Urquhart said. Some 
of the lodges are now under con¬ 
struction. 

“We must also continue supply¬ 
ing the hospitals with surgical 
dressings and comforts for the 
wounded as well as for the able- 
bodied men in the field,” he added. 
“This branch of the work will re¬ 
quire $5,830,000 and an additional 
$1,000,000 is needed to maintain the 
blood donor clinics. 

“The raising of such a huge sum 
of money will require the whole¬ 
hearted support of the Canadian 
people,” Mr. Urquhart concluded, 
“but the Red Cross is confident that 
the necessary support will be forth¬ 
coming for this great humanitarian 
work.”

Fines Mount Up 

Forgetful Patrons Of Chicago Library 
Paid $129,699.25 Last Year 

If library fines for overdue books 
are a criterion^ Chicago patrons are 
more ftrgetful and less thrifty than 
in pre-war years. 

Their contributions during 1944 in 
fines hit an all-time peak of $129,- 
25, the library reports, which is 
some $16,000 more than the previous 
high year in 1930, and circulation 
that year was 4,000,000 volumes 
greater than in 1944. 

These testaments to carelessness 
go to the library employees’ pension 
fund, under state law. 

The library reports also that its 
statistics indicate most borrowers 
are honest. Only one of every 2,080 
books borrowed fails to turn up 
eventually.

Theatre Notes 

“HOSTAGES” 

Playing at the Palace tonight 
and Friday is the highly interest¬ 
ing film “Hostages.” It tells in 
grim detail the cruelty of the 
Gestapo and the avenging under¬ 
ground. 

When a drunken Nazi lieutenant, 
named Glasenapp (Hans Conreid) 
dies by plunging into the river be¬ 
hind a cafe in German-occupied 
Prague, the Gestapo rounds up the 
26 occupants of the restaurant as 
hostages. Among them are Otto 
Preissinger (Oscar Homolka) coal 
tycoon and leading Czech collabor¬ 
ationist with the Nazis, and Jano- 
shik (William Bendix) hulking 
wash room attendant. 

A coroner’s report, which defin¬ 
itely established the death of the 
lieutenant as a suicide, is falsified 
by the Gestapo to make the death 
appear as a murder, thus enabling 
the Nazis to continue to hold the 
hostages. Thi4 is the scheme of 
Commissioner Rheinhardt (Paul 
Lukas) and “Protector” Gen. Kurt 
Daluege (Reinhold Schunzel) to 
escape the embarrassment of. re¬ 
leasing the powerful Preissinger 
and at the same time to obtaia 
control of his rich holdings. 

The Prague underground move¬ 
ment, led by Paul Breda (Arturo 
do Cordova) who avoids suspicion 
of the Nazis by acting as their 
translator, and Marie (Katina Pax- 
inou) the bakerwoman, go into ac¬ 
tion to attempt to effect the release 
of Hostage Janoshik. Th e latter, un¬ 
known to his captors ,is really Kar¬ 
el Vokosh, brains of the under¬ 
ground. The lovely Milada Preis¬ 
singer (Luise Rainer) daughter of 
the coal tycoon, goes over to the 
underground, at first with the hope 
of finding help in freeing her fa¬ 
ther and then in full support of 
the cause.

It 
sure was nice to have a warm bath 
and then open a parcel to find I 
at least had a pair of clean dry 
socks. I don’t think I ever appre¬ 
ciated anything so much for a long 
time. 

After eating bully beef and hard 
tack the cake and cookies that 
were in the parcel sure tasted love¬ 
ly. We managed to scrape up some 
tea, sugar and milk and the other 
four boys in the same tank as my¬ 
self had quite a time with the cake 
and cookies. 


Before closing I would once 
again like to thank the persons 
who make these parcels of yours 
possible and I also want to thank 
the person who spent the time and 
money knitting those socks.
